Judge Caverly Throws Out of 
Court Cases Against Corbett. 


CITY PROSECUTOR 18 MAD. 


Indignant Over Action of Court on 
Alleged Violations of Closing Rule. 


City Prosecutor James S. McInerney be- 
came extremely indignant yesterday. Judge 
Caverly had refused to convict “ Smiley 
Corbett of keeping the Lambs’ café open 
after hours, 

Worse than that. Smiley had been re- 
leased although Mr. McInerney’s office had 
filed suits on twenty-six complaints reported 
by Capt. Gibbons of the Central station. 
They were grouped in the one hearing and 
all were thrown out of court. Judge Caverly 
held the evidence was insufficient because 
the policemen merely saw drinks served to pa- 
trons of the place between 1 a. m. and 5 a. 
m. He didn’t have proof of the purchase. 

Mr. McInerney took hig complaint to Mayor 
Harrison and today he will write a letter to 
Chief Justice Olson protesting against Judge 
Caverly’s disposition of the cases. 

Mr. McInerney will protest against what he 
said was a difference in Judge Caverly’s rul- 
ing in these cases and his decisions against 
former Ald. “ Al” Tearney, which were prose- 
cuted successfully in spite of McInerney’s 
activity on behalf of the defense. In the 
Tearney Casés the evidence was proof of the 
purchase of intoxicants. Witnesses not only 
bought them but drank them and there was 
no question of their nature. 


“DEAD MAN” TO TAKE STAND

SENDS OUT WARNING LETTER 


Asserts the Situation Is as Bad as It 
Ever Has Been. 


Unification of the service of the two street 
car companies in the downtown district, was 
again authoritatively urged yesterday as the 
most available means for relieving the trac- 
tion congestion of Chicago. 

In a communication addressed to the city 
council Bion J. Arnold, chairman of the 
board of supervising engineers, gave this as 
the first step to be taken for the benefit of 


bridges and tunnels, and the third the con- 
struction of subways for the creation of ad- 
ditional trackage. — 

He declared the present local transporta- 
tion problem ae serious as any in the history 
of the city. 


Figures Show City’s Problem. 

* Notwithstanding the great improvement 
in the physical properties of the surface com- 
panies,’ he wrote, and the improvement in 
service necessarily resulting therefrom, in- 
terpretation of the figures presented shows 
that the city of Chicago now faces a prob- 
lem in local transportation as serious as ever 
before in its history.“ 

In connection with the. subway question 
and the question of the storage of cars in 
the downtown district, Mr. Arnold warned 
the city against using space under Grant 
park for the storage of automobiles. 

Attention is directed to the fact,” he 
said, “that the demand for rapid transit 
terminal facilities finds its most rational out- 
let under Grant park, west of the Illinois 
Central right of way, and that this space 
should be reserved for such purposes. 

“There exists ample subsurface space east 
of the Illinois Central tracks which is quite 
as suitable for street vehicle storage, and the 
board desires to place itself unmistakably on 
record in the above recommendation as de- 
siring to avoid immature investment in such 
vehicle storage where it might hopelessly 
cripple plans for subway terminal storage 
which may later be found necessary and for 
which the park frontage space ie absolutely 
essential.” : 7 

Wants Permanent Traffic Force. 

The communication also urged the creation 
of a permanent traffic force for the purpose 
of maintaining systematic records of chang- 
ing conditions of travel throughout the city. | 

Much of the beneficial work eventually 
possible, continued Mr. Arnold, must nec- 
essarily be deferred until at least unified op- 
eration of the properties is put into effect, if 
not unified ownership. 

“Until then the most efficient system of 
through routing and the universal adoption 
of adequate standards of service already es- 
tablished by this board will be handicapped 
and difficult of execution without effective 
cooperation of other city departments in 
continuing the work of clearing the transit 
thoroughfares of existing obstructions and 
providing additional street facilities as rap- 
idly as justified by the development of traf- 


fie. 
“The work of the ‘traffic police, and espe- 


| cially the mounted police, has proven of great 


value in relieving traffic congestion along the 
heavier lines, and thig work should be ex- 
tended into other, parts ot the city,”

Income of Saturday and Sunday Ex-

street and 804 East Sixty-third street. 

The four men agreed to turn over to the 
Atlantis, a Greek ‘newspaper published in 
New York, all of their receipts on Saturday 
and Sunday. Employés of the men at the 
same time offered ‘to give a whole month’ 5 
wages.

WOMEN CAST IN FLAMES. 


King Peter of Servia Proclaims

SALONIKI, July 8—Father Michel, 
perior of the French Catholic mission at ecg 
kish, confirms reports of massacres com- 
mitted in that district by Bulgarian irregu- 
lars. ö 

In one instance they burned to death 700 
men belonging to Kurkut by imprisoning 
them ina mosque, under which they exploded 
bombs, setting the bullding on fire. They had 
previously assembled the victims’ wives 
daughters to witness the spectacle. 

Even more terrible scenes were enacted at 
Kilkish, Planitza, and Raynovo, women also 
being burned to death 

Father Michel asserts that among the ir- 
regulars responsible for these atrocities were 
business and professional men and students 
from Sofia. 


Proclamation of War, 
BELGRADE, July §—King Peter has is- 
sued a proclamation to his people announcing 
war, in which he says: 
“ The Bulgarians, forgetful of the Gervians’ 
brotherly help and the blood of the heroes 
who fell on the Thracian battlefields, have 


™ given the Slavonic nations and the civilized

world an abominable example of ingratitude 
and greediness. This unbrotherly action hae 
r caused me the deepest pain and hurt my 
sincerest Slavonic feelings, and the responsi- 
bility for that crime against Slavdom and 
humanity: must fall upon those who com- 
mitted it.” 

An official ‘dispatch asserts that the Ser- 
vians have repulsed the Bulgarians at 
Zetchar, on the frontier, with heavy losses, 
and also at Viasina. 


Turkey to Act. 

LONDON, July &—The Turkish govern- 
ment today decided to occupy with its armed 
forces all the territory within the Enos- 
Midia line, running from the Algean sea to 
the Black sea, which had been virtually de- 
cided upon as the future boundary line be- 
tween Bulgaria and Turkey, according to a 
Constantinople telegram to the Exchange 
Telegraph company. 


Greeks Claim Victory. 

Official Greek dispatches claim a great vic- 
tory at Doiran, where the Bulgarians re- 
cently reinforced, were in superior strength 
to the Greeks. The latter assert that a whole 
division of Bulgarians was destroyed, and 
that the Bulgarians fied in such confusion 
that they even left loaded guns behind. 

This victory is considered of great im- 
portance because Doiran was the Bulgarian 
victualing center, and all the provisions 
fell into the hands of the Greeks. 

The Bulgarians are taking the offensive 
against Nish, according to announcement 
from Sofia. 

Bulgerians Attack Pirot. 

The Bulgarians are fiercely attacking 
Pirot, on the Belgrade-Sofia railway, accord- 
| ing to a Belgrade dispatch. 

A Sofia dispatch says the Bulgarian army 
captured ten guns et Konagevetz, north of 
Nish. The third army has destroyed be- 
tween Vranya and Leskovatz seven bridges 
on the railway connecting Macedonia and 
Belgrade. It is reported that the fifth army, 
marching from Kustendil, has succeeded in 
Win ing the forces near Kotchana. 

A Sofia dispatch to a London news agency 
says heavy fighting occurred Monday, the 
Bulgarians attacking the Servian center at 
Kotchana. The Servians were repulsed with 
severe losses.

Praises Co-operative Farm Societies. 
(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. | 


LONDON, July 8.—“ There is one thing cer- 
tain which we have learned, and that is that 
cobperation is a success in Europe: whether 
or not it can be applied to the different states 
of the United States remains to be seen,” said 
Mr. Tate of North Carolina, of the American 


agricultural commission, today in recounting * 


the experiences of the commissioners in the 
European countries which they had visited. 

“ We found,” said Mr. Tate, “that their sys- 
tems of rural organization had practically rev- 
olutionized the development of agricultural 
work. The farmers who for centuries had 
been downtrodden, and the péasantry who had 
been victimized by usurers, have been lifted 
up to a freedom and independence which they 
had never before known through coéperative 
agricultural societies and credit banks which 
lend them money at from 2% to 5 per cent. 
The terms are so liberal that the farmers are 
able to discharge the notes when they mature. 

“The governments of Europe,”

Sanitary Baby Basket. 
A most useful and sanitary baby basket for 
holding soaps, sponges, or wash cloth, taloum 
powder, brush, etc., is made in the following 
way: Cut a piece of olldloth large enough to 
cover the inside of an ordi wire dish 
strainer. It will fit smoothly if just a fold is 
made in each corner and bring it up to the top 
edge of the basket. Before this to the 
wire cut pieces the sise of pockets desired, with 
the olleloth double, thus making pockets water- 
proof inside and out and stitch them to the 
large piece used for the imside lining. If 
sides of the pocket are sewn on the slant 
will at the top, making it easier to put an 
article in the pocket.

for Endowment Fund.

ALT LAKE, Utah, July 8.—[Special.]— 

The proposition to raise a $1,000,000 en- 

dowmen fund was approved today by the 

board of trustees and directors of the 

National Education association, The en- 
dowment idea has been fathered by Thomas W. 
‘Bicknell of Providence, R. I., life director and 
former president of the association. 

Mr. Bicknell outlined his plan to the directors. 
The money raised will be used for the support 
of the association, for the erection of a home 
for the offices in Washington, D. C., and for 
establishing, with the help of the government, a 
museum of pedagogy at Washington. 

The association will attempt to raise the fund 
in the next five years. Mr. Bicknell was named 
director of the fund, and $500 was appropriated 
to be expended at once in formulating working 
plans for obtaining the $1,000,000. 

Committees wil be formed in every state and 
@ state directory will be appointed to take 
charge of the work in his state.» The first step 
will be a campaign with the teachers and school 
Officials throughout the country, said to number 
1,000,000 persons. The directors hope to raise 
$500,000 from the teachers and to obtain a like 
sum from wealthy individuals of the country 
who are interested in educational matters.

The income will be distributed among the 
departments of the association in proportion 
to their needs. The department and the gen- 
eral offices of the association will be housed in 
the proposed national home in Washington, 
according to the plans. The government will 
be asked to contribute the money necessary 
for the erection of the building for the mu- 
seum of pedagogy. 

“The museum and the national home will 
be made the center of education in the United 
States,” said Mr. Bicknell. 

“The establishment of such an institution 
will not duplicate the work of any department 
of the United States government nor of any 
other organization, and all educational insti- 
tutions are favoring the plan. We believe it 
is destined to become one of the great factors 
in putting into practice the highest ideals in 

ucation.”
